ISTANBUL, May 20—(AP)}—The 
Turkish newspaper Sabeh said 
Monday that Turkey had a chance 
to take advantage of France's defeat 
last summer to gain Syria and that 
“Italy and Germany encouraged us 
to do so, but we didn’t because we 
hate imperialism and believe in the 
right of people to live independently 
or according to fixed agreements.”
